terday 50 Filipinos were killed and 
many wounded. Two Americans were 
killed and 12 wounded. 


Official Report About Yesterday. 
General Otis has cabled the follow mg 


to Washington: 


"On the 23rd the Third infantry re- 


turning to Baliuag from San Miguel 
were attacked morning, noon and eve- 
ning by a large force of the enemy. 
Two -wera billed and 13 wounded. The 
enemy was repulsed, leaving 16 killed 
and a large number wounded. Many 
prisoners were taken. 
Yesterday the 


enemy appeared in the vicinity of San 
Fernand.0, and was attacked by the 
Kansas and Montana regiments, which 
suffered slight loss. The enemy was 
driven, leaving 50 dead, 38 wounded and 
30 prisoners. Their retreat through the 
swamp saved them from destruction. 
General Latvton is returnng, leaving 
the regulars in front with General Mac- 
Arthur to replace the volunteers, 


President Schurman's Report. 


Washington, May 25.—Following a 


rule established when the Philippine 
commission first landed at Manila, Sec- 
retary Hay declines to make public tha 
report which came by cable from Pres- 
ident Schurman on the progress of tha 
negotiations with the Filipinos. 


It is positively Asserted, however, that 


President Schurman makes no reference 
to any friction between the civilian 
members of the American commission 
and general Otis, who, since Admiral 
Dewey's departure from Manila, is now 
sole representative on the commission 
of the_ military and naval elements. 


The'greneral tone of President Sehur- 


man's dispatch is optimistic, indicating 
a belief that the Filipino commissioners 
will succed in prevailing upon their 
people to accept the terms held out in 
the president's instructions, touching 
the form of government for the islands, 


Later reports from Manila show that 


the American military authorities hava 
not ceased their operations against tha 
insurgents because of any negotiations 
that the civilian members may be con- 
ducting with the insurgent representa- 
tives. 


The Impression is gathered from th« 


statements of high officials here that 
the attitude of the military officers is 
thoroughly approved by the war de- 
partment, whe/e it is fully expected that 
the campaign will be pushed by General 
Otis regardless of season or condition 
all through the summer, if need be, un- 
less by submission t» the terms de- 
scribed the insurgents terminate hos- 
tilities. 


There Is no disposition at the war 


department to countenance an armistice 
that might only give fresh strength and 
life to the insurrection, and this is to ba 
kept in view, regardless of anyjjeace ne- 
gotiations ihat may be in progress, al- 
though, of course, there Is no intention 
of embarrassing these, save where It ia 
absolutely essential to the success of tha 
military operations.

THE SCALING LADDER, 


HOTF It In Used ftt Fires In Very High, 


Buildings. 


The most promising pupils among 


those admitted to the school of instruc- 
tion at the New York fire headquarters 
are said to be those who have served 
an apprenticeship in profeesisns that 
have called them aloft. Sailors, paint- 
ers, roofers and steeple climbers have 
the advantage of their pireliminary 
training. The first thing that a neo- 
phyte is called upon to learn is how to 
handle the scaling ladder. 


This bit of apparatus is a long, well 


seasoned tongue of timber with short 
crosspieces passing through it. It ter- 
minates at the top with a long hook, 
which has three or four ratchetlike 
projections on its undersurface and 
weighs from 20 to 45 pounds. There ia 
a special knack in handling it dexter- 
ously, and many a time a man who is 
slight and small of stature can manage 
a ladder which a Goliath would find 
difficulty in handling. 


"There is no piece of apparatus in 


the fire department," says one who has 
made a study of its methods, "which, 
skillfully handled, can bo made to serve 
more purposes than this scaling ladder. 
The longest extension ladder in the de- 
partment measures &0 feet, but the man i 
with the scaling ladder can go up 14 
or 15 stones without becoming exhaust- 
ed. At fires before an extension ladder 
can be put in position one fireman can 
push a scaling ladder into a second 
story window, scramble up and go from 
story to story to the very roof. He is 
followed by a second fireman, who takes 
his ladder with him story by story, and 
this fireman by a third, until by the 
time the first man has reached the top 
there is a completed chain behind him, 
down which the rescued maybe carried 
and the fireman himself escape."—New 
York Tribune.

perhaps a hundred miners and hoboes. 
Scarcely a word waa spoken, but as 
soon as the luggage of the passengers 
and tho mails were taken from the boot 
of the Concord the China boys were as- 
sisted to the seats they had just vacat- 
ed, the driver was given a tip and the 
distinguished arrivals were whirled out 
of town in much quicker time than 
they had entered it, for it was a down 
hill pull to Malta, the nearest settle- 
ment down the gnlch.

STICKING UP FOR THE CHARTJBK. 


"The North Adams Transcript 'is real 


indignant because of an intimation that 
there is dissatisfaction with its new 
city charter, The Transcript sticks up 
for the charter of its city for which 
it is to be commended. Our contem- 
porary probably realizes that a nice 
city charter does not always produce a 
nice city government, but that some- 
thing depends on the character of the 
men \vho are elected to office."— Pitts- 
fied Eagle. 


"We have a right to be indignant when 


anyone announces to the state as the 
Springfield Union did that this city is 
disappointed in its charter. Onr char- 
ter meets the requirements of good city 
government, and does not bind us un- 
less where we need to be bound. It 
adopts some systems that we think 
might be improved upon, but we wager 
that we have much less reason to find 
fault than any city in the common- 
wealth. We thank our contemporary for 
its kind recognition -of our loyalty to 
our charter and our pride in it, and %vc 
•nant to say that we realize very fully j 
€hat a good deal depends en the men 
fleeted to office. The people are res- 
ponsible for the choice of men, not the 
charter. "We have the charter — and %ve 
have the men too, and the Transcript 
will try to do its part to get the men in- 
to office. 


OTIS TO PROCEED. 


The two important pieces of news to- 


day concerning the situation in the 
Philippines are that the Aguinaldo 
commission have left for their own 
lines and that General Otis is adhering 
to his decision to push the active opera- 
tions against the enemy.. It is under- 
stood that the general has the approval 
of Washington in this. The testimony 
the situation affords tends to prove that 
General Otis is right. The fighting of 
yesterday shows that the Tagalos are 
rot at a pause awaiting an end of 
the war by means of diplomacy. 
Rather it shows that they have been 
using diplomatic sparring as a means 
to gain time, to allow the wet season 
to set in in earnest and put an end to 
'American operations while the wet sea- 
son lasts. General utis is of the opin- 
ion that the American army can con- 
tinue active during the wet season and 
is preparing to surprise Aguinaldo. An 
army that will fight him -wet or dry, 
day or night is something this genius 
of rebellion has not been accustomed 
to, and is something that will do more 
to convince him of the sincerity of the 
United States than yards of proclama- 
tions and schemes for independent 
government. 
Aguinaldo has been in 


the proclamation business himself in a 
way that does not give him much 
•faith in it. To him a proclamation is a 
bunch of words to further the ends of 
a schemer and not the announcement 
Of honest people. 


QUIBBLING* 


The city administration and tht labor 


Interests seem to have clashed a little. 
The labor men want the nine-hour day 
specified in contracts and call Mayor 
CadyAs attention to his post-election 
promises to do this thing. A committee 
of labor men have met the mayor, city 
solicitor and commissioner of public 
works and have held conferences on 
the matter. The result of the confer- 
ences is not definite. The administra- 
tion pledges itself to do all it can to 
ensure the observance of the nine-hour 
day by the contractors to whom will 
be given the public work. Yet it will 
not particularize the nine-hour day in 
trie specifications to be submitted to 
the contractors for bids. Instead, it 
•will Insert a clause to the effect that 
the work must be done in conformity 
to state laws. This throws the re- 
sponsibility of interpreting the laws on 
the contractor and leaves the adminis- 
tration In a noa -commital rosition. it

This is good 
news. 


So peace-loving Russia tells China 


that she cannot accept ner refusal of 
a grant \o>" railroad privileges from 
Manchuria to Pekin and that she will 
forthwith send her engineers to survey 
a route for the railroad. Of course, 
Russia's engineers will be protected, 
and should China offer to shoot them 
off her territory she would have to light 
the whole Russian, army. But Russia 
wants peace, peace to do as she chooses 
with China. 


Judge Tuthill of Illinois has just ren- 


dered a decision which appears to be 
important 
The decision was in the 


case of the property owners of Chicago 
vi ho wanted to recover from the rail- 
road companies of the city who elevat- 
ed their tracks to conform to a city or- 
dinance. The judge holds that the 
property owners have no right to dam- 
ages, that they must suffer loss, if there 
be any, for the general welfare.

CUE WAT OF FIGHTING HOT LIKED, 


Filipino* Claim W« Da Net Ft«fct 


Fuir-"Rebcl Yell" Frighten* TUem 
Mora Than the Bullet* Do-Martial 
taw In Manila—HOOT Tenne**eean* 
Went to the Front, 


The transport Roanoke recently ar- 


rived at San Francisco from Manila, 
bringing the latest news from the front. 
All her officers were out on the battle- 
fields in the Philippines, and they bring 
interesting stories of happenings inci- 
dental to the struggle in the faraway 
Philippines. 


The "rebel yell" has been heard in 


the Philippines, to the great disadvan- 
tage of the Filipinos. And the boys 
from the south have no monopoly on 
that yell. The whole army charges with 
it, and it is mighty discouraging to the 
Filipinoa. It frightens them more than, 
do the bullets. It shakes their sharp- 
shooters down from the trees. 


"The Filipinos claim that the Ameri- 


cans do not fight fair," says Captain 
Kidston of the Roanoke. "They evi- 
dently think that we have not got war- 
fare down to a science. In the glad old 
days when they used to pepper the 
Spaniards each side fought fair. The 
Filipinos would dig very fine trenches, 
and the Spaniards would follow suit. 
Then both parties would content them- 
selves with firing in the air. After an 
hour or so of this kind-of fighting each 
side would enjoy its siesta. The idea of 
one party scrambling into.4he other's 
trenches was considered barbarous. 


"I had the honor -of accompanying 


Inspector General Miley to the firing 
line on one or two occasions. Those 
Filipino trenches were strong enough 
to keep any army away, except perhaps 
ours. Behind the first trench the conn- 
try was flat; the Filipinos expecting to 
retire before the guns of the Americana 
and then catch our boys in a trap. 
They could rain bullets on them from 
the second trench. But the difficulty in 
carrying out this part of the programme 
was that our boys never stopped. They 
jumped over the first trench and with 
that awful yell made for the Filipinos, 
who were under cover. The insurgents 
could make no stand against the sweep- 
ing charge and American yells. It 
wasn't fair fighting, and they skedad- 
dled." 


"Martial law in Manila is no joke," 


said Purser Newcomb of the Roanoke. 
"After 7 o'clock at night rio one is per- 
mitted on the streets without a pass, 
and they are hard to get. 
You can't j 


take more than 15 steps before you hear 


t a cry of 'Halt!' and you halt too. I I 


i did. I was ashore .one night on busi- i 
1 ness, and I was stopped no less than a 


dozen times in two blocks. I had on 
my officer's uniform; anfl I always re- 
sponded, "Officer!" "Advance, officer, 
and be recognized!" was the return. 


"Don't you know, I -was pretty glad 


to get back to the ship, and I never 
was on the streets of Manila at night 
again. After I had been stopped tho 
first time my heart was in my throat 
till I was safely on the ftoanoka. Those 
sentries mean business. And if a man 
don't stop the instant the command is 
given, he loses the number of bis mess. 
They're dead shots too. One unfortu- 
nate volunteer was shot and killed by 
mistake. I forget his name, but he was 
a member ox the Oregon volunteers. He 
refused to halt, and a moment later lie 
fell dead with an American bullet 
through his heart.- - 


"The seldiers are distrustful of all 


Filipinos, and a aaan out there does not 
want to wear a white suit. Thefioldiera 
have had many lessons of the treachery 
of the Filipinos, and sometimes it is 
said they shoot first and say 'Halt!' 
afterward." 


A handful of the Tennessee men were 


in camp toward the close of a hot after- 
noon. There was lots of fighting going 
on in front, as the sharp rattle of mus- 
ketry and the heavy booming of .cannon 
attested. Occasionally a leaf, cut from 
its bough by a Mauser bullet, dropped 
slowly to the ground The soldiers were 
lounging about, some leading on their 
guns, others stretched out in tho shade, 
all swearing and grumbling vigorously. 
The general of the division thus found 
them, dropping so suddenly in their 
midst'that there was tall scrambling to 
get to "attention." ' • 


"What's the matter/boys?" askefl

TROPHY SHIP SAFE IN PORT., 


Railing the ttelna Mercede* Proved 


a T«o Mouth*' Talk. 


The former Spanish cruiser Reina 


Mercedes, which was sunk in the har- 
bor of Santiago, Cuba, on June 6,1898. 
during a bombardment by the Ameri- 
can fleet, reached Hampton Roads the 
other afternoon and dropped anchor 
about a mile ofE Old Point Comfort, Va. 


It was not until September that 


efforts to raise the Reina Mercedes were 
started, and it was late in November 
last when a contract fcr the work was 
finally given to the Merritt-Chapman 
Wrecking company. The r->al work of 
raising the cruiser waa begun just at 
the close of the year. This task was 
successfully accomplis&ed on March 1, 
and the next day the cruiser was towed 
to Santiago for such temporary repairs 
as were necessary to put her in shape 
to be towed to the United States. She 
was finally ready for the voyage early 
in May, and the tug Rescue was sent 
from Newport News, Va., to Santiago 
to aid the tug Merritt in bringing back 
the cruiser, a task which has juet been 
successfully accomplished. 


The Reina Mercedes is a steel cruiser 


and was built in Cartagena in 1887. 
She is of about 3,000 tons displacement, 
378 feet 10 inches long and 42 feet 7 
inches broad and draws 16 feet 5 
inches. Her engines had an indicated 
horsepowers of 3,700, but her boilers 
had given oat before she was sunk, and 
her enignes were practically useless. 
The Reina Mercedes is bark rigged, has 
one smokestack and is fitted with one 
propeller. She carries between 500 and 
600 tons of coal and is credited with 
about 17 knots speed. Her armament; 
consisted of sis 6.2 inch Hontoria 
breechloading guns, two 2.7 similar 
guns, three 6 pounder, two 4 pounder 
and six 8 pounder quick firing guns, 
two machine guns and five torpedo 
tubes.—New York Herald.

Snccemsfol Test of a Chicago TUan'B 


Invention. 


Dennis J. Swenie, a number of rep- 


resentatives of down town hotels and 
many citizens watched a successful test 
of a new fire escape at the engine house 
in Franklin street, Chicago, the other 
afternoon. The inventor, Mr. Holecn, 
descended a dozen times from the third 
story window. The people who saw the 
tests were much impressed, with the 
value of tha device. The apparatus is 
simple.. It consists of a wooden bos 
about 18 inches square, filled with sets 
of rollers. In.aud' out among these roll- 
ers passes the main rope, the speed be- 
ing checked by the weight of the person 
drawing the rollers closer together and 
by the pressure of the hand on a piece 
of rubber tubbing a few inches long, 
which covers the rope as it comes out 
of each end of the car. 


The inventor claims that the pressure 


of five pounds on 'Sne grip will instant-' 
ly control-800 poun'ds'in the sling "which 
is suspended beneath the car. The ap- 
paratus is reversible, and when one 
person has descended others may in- 
stantly raise the car and rope, fasten 
the free end of the rope, release the end 
which has been tied to a bed or some 
other firm object in the room and be 
prepared to descend in less than half a 
minute.

Says the re- 
port: "The supply of American soldiers 
engaged in active field operations on 
these distant shores with choice fresh 
beef from Australia, the very best qual- 
ity of fresh vegetables from the United 
States and condensed water, together 
with all other parts of the ration in abun- 
dant quantity and good quality, Is cer- 
tainly a just cause for warm congratu- 
lation to all concerned." 


After taking the medical department 


into his chapter of commendation. Gen- 
eral MacArthur speahi of the results of 
the work of the American troops as fol- 
lows: "The punishment inflicted by the 
division may 'be estimated from the fact 
that official reports have been made of 
the actual burial of 374 Insurgents killed 
in action during the month. The enemy's 
wounded were as a general rule suc- 
cessfully removed, so that it is impos- 
sible to speak with any precision in that 
respect, but it is assumed that 300 to 1 
killed would be a reasonable estimate." 


The report concludes with special

Washington, May 25.—Major General 


MacArthur, In a report to" the war de- 
partment, covers a period of time from 
the evening of Feb. 4, when the Insur- 
gent outbreak began, to Feb. 28. He 
gives a vivid picture of the conditions 
prevailing in Manila and its suburbs dur- 
ing the exciting times that followed the 
initiation of the insurgent attack. His 
report demonstrates the responsibility 
of the insurgents for the outbreak. 


General MacArthur's command was 


ths second division of the Eighth army 
corps, which included the Twentieth 
Kansas (Funston's command) and the 
Utah battery. General MacArthur men- 
tions also a little naval contingent in the 
shape of a Colt automatic gun loaned by 
the Helena, manned by Lieutenant 
Davis, who volunteered with three ma- 
rines. Making a brief statement of the 
position of the United States troops in 
Manila and suburbs just preceding the 
outbreak of Feb. 4, General MacArthur 
comes to the incidents leading up to the 
rupture. He says: 


"The pertinacity of the insurgents in 


passing armed parties over the line of 
delimitation into American territory in- 
duced a. correspondence which, in the 
light of the subsequent events, is inter- 
esting as indicating with considerable 
precision a premeditated purpose on the 
part of some'body in the insurgent arhiy 
to force a collision."' General Mac- 
Arthur addressed a note to Colonel San 
Miguel of the insurgent army. The-note 
from General MacArthur was as lol- 
lows: 


"The line between your command and 


my command has been long established 
and is well understood by yourself 'and 
myself. It is quite necessary under 
present conditions that this line should 
not be passed by armed'men of either 
command. An armed par^y from your 
command now occupies ^tbe village in, 
front of blockhouse No. 7, at a point con- 
siderably more than 100 yards on my side 
of the line, and is very active in exhibit- 
Ing hostile intentions. This party must 
be withdrawn to your side'of the line at 
once. 


"From this date, if the line is crossed 


by your men with arms in their hands, 
they must be regarded as subject to such 
action as I may deem necessary." 


To this note Colonel San Mdguel re- 


sponded as follows: "In reply to yours, 
dated this day. in which you inform rne 
that my soldiers have been passing the 
line of demarcation fixed toy agreement, 
I desire to say that this is foreign to my 
wishes and I shall give immediate orders 
in the premises that they retire." 


Next came the disregard of the prom- 


ise which precipitated the outbreak, and 
this is described by General MacArthur 
in the folio wing language: 


"At about 8 SO p. m., Feb. 4, an in- 


surgent patrol, consisting of four armed 
soldiers, enter^ our territory at block- 
house No, 7 and advanced to the little 
village of Santel, which was occupied 
from the pipe line outpost of the Ne- 
braska regiment. The American sen- 
tinel challenged twice and then, as the 
insurgent patrol continued to advance, 
he fired, whereupon the patrol retired to 
blockhouse No. 7, whence fire was im- 
mediately opened by the entire insurgent 
outpost at that point." At 9 p. m\ Colonel 
Stotsenburg, First Nebraska infantry, 
U. S. V., reported considerable firing at 
his outposts, which extended gradually 
along the entire front of the division. 


"At 10:10 p. m. it was evident that hos- 


tilities" ha'd t>een commenced in earnest 
by the insurgents, arid accordingly an or- 
der issued from these headquarters to 
put everything on the firing line accord- 
ing to a program which had been pre- 
arranged for such an emergency." 


Continuing, the report shows that the 


fighting progressed fiercely all night, and 
the next day the insurgents were driven 
back from their whole line. The-Ten- 
nessee regiment and the South Da- 
kota, regiment are particularly men- 
tioned as rendering good service. Says 
General MacArthur: 


"The combat was characterized by a 


fine display of initiative on the part of 
the troops engaged, all of whom were 
essential to the final success achieved." 


The affair of Feb. 7 is described as an 


outpost affair originating between op- 
posing sentinels and. ending with a 
hand-to-hand conflict between three and 
a half companies, under Colonel Funston 
nnd Major Met calf, and 200 .Insurgents. 
The latter stood firmly, and clubs, mus- 
kets and bayonets were freely used, th« 
lesult being a complete rout of the 
snemy.

Bt. John's, May 25.—The whole north- 


west coast of this island has been blocked 
with ice for the last six weeks, the result 
being that navigation along the coast 
has been practically impossible. The 
people in many sections are now desti- 
tute of provisions, owing to inability to 
replace their supplies, and the com- 
mercial operations of almost 80,000 peo- 
ple have been virtually suspended. 
Fishery outfitting for Labrador and the 
off-shore fishing grounds will be quite 
out of the question until the ice blockade 
Is raised.

Boston, May 25.—The police have been 


notified that Miss Frances Falen, 22 
years old, who is slightly demented *nd 
has teen confined In an institution in 
Brookline street for some time, has es- 
caped.

Misdeeds In Georgia. 


Oliver, Ga, May 25.—Frank Evans was 


killed and J. B. Proctor fatally wounded 
by Sam Perry, a notorious negro, Tues- 
day night near Cameron. Perry's wife 
was abusing- Proctor's children and 
cursing "white folks" when Evans re- 
buked him. Perry thereupon shot Evans 
dead. Mr. Proctor then appeared on the 
scene and was shot down. Mr. Proctor's 
son was shot at, but not hit. Thomas 
Lee rushed toward the negro and was 
shot, but not seriously. Perry oegan to 
reload, but Brown Evansi brother of the 
murdered man, appeared 
and threat- 


ened to kill Perry. The negro ran, and 
though shot at by a. posse, escaped. The 
negro woman had already fled. She;-waa 
captured in a 
swamj> and may be 


lynched. Perry is being closely pursued 
and if captured will be lynched. 


Griffin, Ga., May 25.—The flogging of 


three colored operatives of the Kincaid 
mills on Monday night by whitecapshas 
led to sensational developments. Tues- 
day night another negro was taken from 
his house and severely 'beaten and cut. 
These negroes are law abiding citizens. 
Yesterday the superintendent and others 
at the Kincaid mills were notified to 
leave at once or they would be "dealt 
with." It now transpires that a club 
has been formed here kwown as "The 
Laborers' Union Band," with the pur- 
pose to drive the negroes out of the coun- 
ty. The information is that this band 
was formed in connection with others in 
the state, and the rules and oaths fol- 
lowed by "the men are more rigid than 
those enforced by Jesse James. The 
Griffin "Laborers' Union Band" has 
about 500 members.

Boston, May 25l^-Gov«rnor Wolcotthas

The nature of the. enemy :-.nd 
his secretive methods required a modi- 
fication of old and established military 
principles and made each engagement 
not so much a matter of maneuvering 
and open field tactics as a matter of in- 
dividual dash and courage. With us it 
has been the man and not the battalion- 


TJntil the opening of this ivar, which 


I am counting as merely the denoue- 
ment of the Cuban campaign, it was 
not definitely known even in expert 
military circles just what the most ef- 
ficient method of procedure in up to 
date campaigning would be. An evi- 
dence of this lies in the fact of the 
celerity with which the different Euro- 
pean powers dispatched military repre- 
sentatives to the scene of action as soon 
as hostilities broke out. It has been the 
constant object of these official critics 
to watch most carefully the different 
American maneuvers and to determine 
from actual observation just what were 
the most effective movements in the op- 
eration of a modern army. 


So all along we felt that we were 


teaching the European powers a-little 
object lesson in the art of war. Per- 
haps that put our boys on their mettle 
and inspired them with their extraordi- 
nary audaciousness. The result has 
been that many of those- European offi- 
cers have gone home with sadly shat- 
tered ideals of army directing, and it 
has been generally conceded that Uncle 
Sam's men have instituted a new meth- 
od and principle of fighting. These 
young looking fellows, dressed careless- 
ly and quietly in their dull brown duck 
suits, were somewhat of a surprise to 
their foreign observers, who had b'een 
brought up with the idea that a soldier 
xvithout his scarlet and glitter and gold 
braid "was not fit to carry a firearm. 
The free and easy "rooky" from Kansas 
and 
Colorado, instead of marching 


proudly forward in a machine made 
company, resplendent with millinery 
and shining: metal, slouched along with 
p.n athletic aimlcssless, clad in his mud 
stained . pair of trousers, -from, which 
probably the last suspender button had 
been divorced and which usually hung 
grimly to the folds of a fadc4 blue ar- 
my shirt. 


But when it came to going into battle 


this same, offhand individual sprang 
forward, singing "A Hot Time In the 
Old Town Tonight" as light heartedly 
as though he had been going off for a 
day's fishing;. "He was there for work

of the modest; unassuming old Indian 
fighter, General Elwell Stephen Otis, 
w'ho is now at the head of the Philip- 
pine forces. The splendid campaign of 
this astute soldier against the Filipinos 
has made him the idol of his men here 


j and enrolled his name on that list of 
great leaders who have shaped the his- 
| tory of our country. He has been a 
| hard fighter and a bluff and sturdy 
' commander, but his readiness to face 
any danger and to share in the hard- 
ships of his men has shown that he is 
of the stuff of which heroes are made. 
And with Otis will always be remem- 
bered such names as Lawton, MacAr- 
thur, King, Merritt and a dozen other 
valiant leaders whb have won distinc- 
tion by their dash and courage. 


But the man who has made himself 


the one hero of all the war in this part 
of the world is Colonel Fred Funston of 
the Twentieth Kansas % olunteera. "The 
little redheaded colonel" from Kansas, 
as he is known among all the men here, 
is the greatest daredevil in the Ameri- 
can army. He would rather fight than 
eat. 
He is only D feet 3, but every 


inch of him is grit. When he dupli- 
cated the taking or Lungtungpen and 
captured Calumm't with his little band 
of men by swimming a river under fire, 
and when he was the first*American to 
enter Maloios. no one who knew the 
man was the least surprised. Funston 
is a soldier of fortune and has bought 
adv,enture among the redskins, on the 
rail and in the fiozen passes of Alaska. 
The little colonfJ up to the time he was 
wounded had always been at the head 
of his men during every engagement, 
and there has nover com'- up a chance 
for a display of bravery and daring 
that he has not taken advantage of. 


When the Astor battery first appeared 


in this part of the world, they were 
looked upon ap "dudes," and there was 
a tendency to think they were not of 
very much account for fighting pur- 
poses. P,ut that mistaken idea was soon 
dissipated. On that historic 13th day of 
August, when the battery, almost waist 
deep in mud, had to abandon their ma- 
chine guns, they got their first grim 
chance for hero making. It was a little 
after !! o'clock in the afternoon when 
the order was given out to'abandon the 
guns. General Mac Arthur V.MH hurry- 
ing distractedly about on his little 
brown horse after being in the saddle 
some nine hours. 


"What man will load a charge up that 


road?" asked the general of his men. 


When Otis began to make himself at 


home in Manila, what lie did not know 
about the Philippines would fill a very 
large volume. He felt that he must 
have a man with an eagle eye and a 
Zeuslike intellect, a sort of military 
Sherlock Holmes, who could spend his 
time in looking about him and get the 
exact lay of the land. That man must 
be no coward, for his work would take 
him right into the teeth of the enemy. 
The man Otis hit upon was 
Major 


Franklin J. Beil, a war hardened old 
western campaigner who was not afraid 
of rough work and gloated over the 
smell of gunpowder like a 5-year-old 
over an all day sucker. He went about 
the island of Luzon like n restless shad- 
ow, and every day or two Otis had laid 
before him some new tip on the insur- 
gents. If it was not a message about 
Aguinaldo, it was secret information as 
to what river could bo forded and what 
town could be stolen into and what 
road could carry machine guns and 
heavy artillery. Sometimes it was a 
scrap of a map and sometimes it was a 
warning regarding a new insurgent 
movement, but it always seemed to ar- 
rive in the very nick of time, and it al- 
ways meant a great deal to the man 
who was controlling an army in an ab- 
solutely strange land. 


When the gallant Colonel Egbert was 


mortally wounded at the capture of 
Malinta, a wave of genuine sorrow 
swept through this army of ours.

tion. But one of these days, with im-j 
proved optical apparatus, it may b9 
possible to detect them. The samp ar- 
gument applies to countless failures to 
cultivate'1 he germs of cancer artificial- 
ly. Perhaps a more suitable '•ultura 
medium,one more nearly:-; 
human body, may yet be discovued, in 
which the cancer germ will prrpagata 
easily. Improved methods' are noedpfl 
in this line oi. research. 


One of the most striking rearons for 


suspecting that cancer IK <?<mtagious is 
the tendency of one particular locality 
to be haunted by cases of this class. 
The frequent occurrence of the disease 
in a family points in the same direction. 
Moreover, inoculation of animals with 
certain organisms which are not do- 
rived from cancer nevertheless tfivcs . 
rise to tumors that look like malignant 
specimens, although they finally disap- 
pear. 


A different sort of experlmext, but at 


rather more significant one, :r the 
transplanting of tits of real Umora 
from one animal to another of th& same 
species. Rats, horses ard Cogs have 
been treated in this way with notable 
results. A great <loal of this sort of 
thing has been done at Montpelher. 
France, by Bosc; in Italy by San Felica 
and Bonciali, and in Vienna by Gussen- 
bauer. Among the tests were the im- 
planting of portions of a caneer from a 
man who had been dead three days in 
one of the lower animals. Bosc: declares 
that he has even been able to effect a 
successful inoculation of three liuman 
subjects with cancer. Even were these 
last declarations rejected, there vould 
still remain the well fcnown transplan- 
tation of cancer from cae part to an- 
o'Jv.r of the same rersin. 


Microscopic examination of cancerous 


tissue has often revealed the presence 
of minute objects, about whose real na- 
ture opinions differ. One expert sus- 
pects that they are a species of proto- 
zoa (low forms of animal life corre- 
sponding to bacteria and to fungi in the 
vegetable world); another takes them 
for microscopic fungi, and a third is 
disposed to regard them as cells of hu- 
man origin which have undergone de- 
generative changes. 
Similar objects 


have been associated with smallpox, 
measles and other diseases, although 
their exact character and their relation 
to the malady have been veiled in 
doubt. 
The announcement that Dr. Bra has 


found a parasite ™hich can be cultivat- 
ed and' which when used to inoculate 
animals produces tumors like real can- 
cers is accompanied with few details. 
The man is not so conspicuous in the 
world of science as some other Frencn 
bacteriologists, but that does '^o1 
that he is mistaken. 
_ 
Dr. Bra makes no pretense of having 


found -a cure for cancer. He t> a un- 
dertaken experiments such as' 
naturally tried by one who wa.3 fa- 
miliar with the mode of preparing anti- 
toxine-s for diphtheria, tetanus, bubonic 
plague and yellow fever, but thus far 
without definite results. These meas- 
ures can be taken only after the germ oC 
a disease is identified and is cultivated. 
But if he has done no more than to find 
the parasite itself he has achieved a 
notable triumph. Corroboration of his 
announcement will be awaited 
tiently. 
.

talked on the subject of the homing In- , 
stinct of birds. In fact, he states that 
pigeons, which are generally supposed 
to possess it in a large degree, have 
simply none and that it was therefore 
a sheer impossibility that the pigeons 
which Andree took with him should re- 
turn. 
Pigeons, Mr. Tegetmeier says, must 


know the road they are to travel, or 
they can do nothing, and when he 
decided to fly them between Belgium - 
and London his birds were taken sev- 
eral times over the route that they, 
might know it well.

One of the important questions of the 


city's public work wfjs discussed yes- 
tM-day afternoon by a committee from 
the Central Labor union and the city 
officials, as reported in yesterday's 
Transcript. It was ft conference in re- 
gard to the nine-hour law ui city con- 
tracts, and was the second that has 
been held, the same committee having 
met Mayor Cady informally on the pre- 
vious afternoon as reported. 


At the meeting yesterday afternoon 


there were present Mayor Cady, Com- 
missioner 
of Public Works Temple, 


t'ity Solicitor Ashe, and Messrs W. P. 
McDonald, Dobson, Olossey and Huff- 
nagle of the Centra! Labor union. 


The committee asked 
If 
the nine- 


hour clause was to be inserted in the 
raving contracts this year, as it -\\ss 
understood that it would be. Mayor 
Cady said that evidently the committi c 
had misunderstood any statement tha; 
this clause would be inserted in the 
contracts. The committee 
then 
re- 


ferred to statements the mayor was 
understood to have made to members 
of the committee at the. time of the 
last election, and also had clippings 
from the evening papers of December 
28, giving the results of interviews with 
the mayor on the subject. The article 
from The Transcript of/ that date in- 
ch ded the following: 


''In view of what was said on this 


subject during the last campaign, it 
will be interesting to know that pre- 
vious to the last state election, the 
mayor stated to a man who is promi- 
n<nt in one of the leading labor or- 
Kpnizations of the city that in case he- 
should be re-elected the nine-hour la>v 
voulcJ apply during the coming year t:> 
aU city employes whether v.'e-rkinr, 
uu.'er contract or by the day. Mayor 
Cady also made this statement to a 
committee of three who waited on him 
to d;scuss the proposition to have the 
whistle blown at 5 o'clock p. m. 


"These statements were made by the 


mayor without any pledges or promises 
of political support from any quarter, 
antf before the candidates or any of the 
platforms had been placed before the 
people.' 
• 
• • • 


' Mayor Cady did not see fit to rf>- 


itr.'-ate them during the campaign, aa 
somo would ~ have Considered that he 
was doing it for political effect, but hs 
is willing now to have it known ihi ; 
he was on record on this question b:- 
fcre the campaign opened. 


' The nine-hour clause will be In- 


serted in all contracts for municipal 
work that are made next year, so that 
not only those employed by the city 
dntctly but those working on public 
improvements for contractors will hiva 
a work-day of only nine Tiours." 


The mayor said in answer to this 


that, he did not subscribe to the ar- 
ticles in the papers. There was some 
other discusion along this line, which 
resulted in nothing definite. 


It was stated that the city was. nov- 


working the men who were employed 
dii tctly for it only nine hours, and that 
all work except the paving is done by 
the city itself, the men working only 
nin? hours. 
The fact that the nsw 


cikht hour law of the state would have 
to be voted on by the, city at the next 
election was also spoken of. 


The cornmitte was given a cwy of 


tho specifications that are furnished to 
contractors who bid on the paving job, 
aiivl which include the provision that 
aU men employed miist be citizens 'of 
the United States arid preferably resi- 
dents of North Adams, and that the 
state laws in regard to., labor must be 
observed. 


This throws the responsibility for 


fix'.ng the work day on' the contractor, 
so tnat the labor union will have to 
bring a case against him if he does 
not conform to the nine-hour day. 


Mayor Cady told tTi^ committee that 


when contractors came here to bid ,he 
Tould present the facts in the casa to 
tl'em and advise them to bid o-i the 
basis of nine hours." 


Ihc objection given by the offiicals 


to rutting the nine-hour clause in Ihe 
contract is that the city pay-? tor less 
than half of the paving, as tha street 
railway pays its share, and the rest Is 
divided between the city and the abut* 
ters. The officials hold that H is :iot 
fair to the ones who pay the larger part 
of the expense to mal^e contrails that 
niixrht- make the expanse an/ great*-' 
than it otherwise would be by any -pro- 
vision of this' sort. Making such c on - 
tracts might open the city to in in- 
junction on tho part'bf the abutters.

Much sympathy is express- 
ed for Mr. and Mrs. Patrick Flynn, the 
young, man's parents. The father is 
one of the oldest firemen on the Boston 
and Albany railroad, running on the 
engine used as a helper for passenger 
trains on the hill. He is one of the best 
known and most popular men on the 
Pittsfield section of the road. 


Young Flynn is well known here, 


where he has visited, and was a very 
popular young man. He was not in the j 
habit of going out of town on freight 
trains and therefore the accident seems 
all the more sad*. Flynn is the young- 
est son, the elder being employed in 
the Canedy-Clark shoe shop in this 
city. If the injured man recovers no 
effort will be made to bring him home 
until he is fully able to travel. This 
will probably be some time.
